The Challenge

Tanzania has made major strides in democratizing, institutionalizing economic reforms, attracting increased investment, and privatizing public enterprises.
USAID's program in Tanzania encourages a continuation of the positive steps already in progress toward improved standards of living for all Tanzanians.
Poverty persists for nearly 40% of Tanzanians, while HIV/AIDS and malaria take a tragic toll. Economic growth, while reasonably strong, requires bold
measures to maintain even higher levels needed to reduce poverty. There is a struggle to balance conserving the country's rich biodiversity with the needs
of poor communities, who over-exploit the environment to survive. Consolidating democracy hinges on greater transparency and integrity in governance
and politics. USAID addresses key health, economic growth, democracy and governance, education and natural resource issues in support of improving

the quality of life for Tanzanians.
